A Steamer’s Crew and Passengers 
Fifty-Six Hours With- 
out Food. 


Slow Resumption of Railroad Traffiic—Ar- 
rival ef an Erie Train in New York—The 
Food Supply in New Jersey Almost Ex- 
hausted—Short Rations in Gotham—Ter- 
rible Experience of Travelers—Offers of 
Relief From Dakota—Marine Disasters. 


New York, March 15.—The weather this 
morning is again warm and bright. The pros- 
pect is that there will be much thawing. Great 
banks of dirty snow are still piled on either 
side of Broadway, and all other avenues and 
streets. Gangs of men are still hard at work 
shoveling and carting, but their task is a stu- 
pendous one. Railroads leading into the city 
are all moving, and the business men in New 
Jersey, Long Island and the upper part of the 
State reached New York this moning for the 
firet time since Saturday. Some of the surface 
cars are running. 

THE FOOD SUPPLY SHORT. 

Almost all the New Jersey towns within fif- 
teen miles of New york now have some sort of 
railroad communication with this city. This 
morning thousands of Dusiness men made 
their first appearance since Saturday. Over 
one thousand one hundred were snowed in at 
Roseville, on the Delaware & Lacka- 
and hundreds were com- 
pelled to stay in the cars over twenty-four 
hours, although their homes were within four 
miles. The cold was intense and food scanty, 
but no lives were lost at that point. The food 


towns, and but little fresh meat and no milk, 
eggs or vegetables can be obtained at any 
price. The chances of getting relief from New 
York are small, as the supply here is decided- 
ly short. The first mail from Philadelphia and 
Baltimore since Monday morning came in this 


forenoon. 
TRAINS ARRIVING. 


The Erie road was the first to geta train in. 
Até o’clock this morning the Chicago ex- 
press, which has been snowedin since Mon- 
day at Monroe, camein with the passengers 
aliright. The Pennsylvania hopesto get a 
train through to Philadelphia to-day. The 
cross streets are still blocked with huge drifts 
of snow, and the Street Cleaning Department 
has not yet turned its attention to them. An 
attempt is being madeto melt the snow by 
lighting great bonfires, but the effect is not 
perceptible. The sun is shining brightly and 
the slush is deep in many places. 

THE LOSS OF LIFE. 

It is impossible at this writing to estimate 
the extent of the loss of life. A great many 
people are missing and the snow will 
have to be cleared away before all 
the missing ones can be accounted for. Al- 
most hourly reports are coming in from 
the surrounding country of fatalities re- 
sulting from the storm. It is feared that 
over twenty lives have been lost in Essex 
County, New Jersey, alone. The follow 
ing are known to bave perished: Xavier 
Zwinge, Livingston, John Murphy, Newark; 
John Beyer, Brookdale; unknown man 
called Crazy Fisherman, Newark ; 
John Horan, Battte Row, or 
Orange; unknown man of Irvington; one man 
and two children of Hackensack; Alexander 
Bennett, Staten Island, and three milkmen of 
Orange. 

The following are missing: Theodore n 
fer of Newark; a son of Nathan Gratta, New 
York; Henry Bonnerand James Kelly, Eliza- 
beth.

MARINE DISASTERS, 


The Terrible Voyage of the Steamer New 
Haven. 


New Haven, Conn., March 15.—The steamer 
Elm City brings word of the terrible sufferings 
and loss of life on the Sound. The great snow- 
storm has severed all connections bet ween 
Connecticut and the metropolis for the past 
forty-eight hours. Nota train is moving on 
any railroad through the State and telegraph 
connection between this city and the outside 
world was entirely out off at an early stage of 
the storm. Trains are stalled all along the line. 
In many cases they became snow-bound far 
from stations or at places where supplies 
could not be obtained. Reports have been 
coming lu of terrible suffering throughout the 
State and especially on the coast. Many lives 


have been lost by accident and exposure to 


the storm. Snow has been falling almost 
constantly since Sunday morning. The steamer 
New Haven of the Old Colony Line lett her 
dock in this clty at 1 o’clock a. m. on Monday 
bound for New York. There were twenty-five 
passengers on board, two of whom were 
women. Oapt. Post was in command. The storm 
grew more furious as the steamer proceeded 
down the harbor, and the passengers became 
terribly frightened. Capt. Post let go his an: 
chors ten miles out in the Sound. Huge waves 


N Lying- | swept over the steamer, washing away every- 


thing movable above deck. The furniture of 
the cabin was utterly demolished. The an- 
chors were kept out until 4 o’clock on Mon- 
day afternoon, when the strain on the steamer 
became 80 great that

They traveled three miles 
lest part of the great storm. The entire 
party was completely prostrated when they 
reached a farm-house near the city. Ten of 
them had their hands and feet so badly frozen 
that amputation may be necessary. The other 
two escaped with frozen faces and ears, No 
one would venture to the relief of the re- 
mainder of the party for fear of losing their 
lives. They have now been in the deserted: 
cottage for fifty hours without food, and their 
condition must be deplorable. A party of 
men will start for the shore to-day with pro- 
visions.

MILD AND SPRINGLIKE. 


The Weather in Was hington— Effects of the 
Storm Passing Off. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—The weather 
is mild and gpringlike and the effect of the 
storm israpidly disappearing and will soon 
probably be entirely overcome. Good prog - 
ress has been made in repairing the tele- 
phone and fire-alarm wires, and both 
systems are now in fairly good 
working order. The experience of the 
last few days, however, has taught the Dis- 
trictanthorities a valuable lesson, and it is 
proposed to put all the fre alarm wires under 
ground. Mail communication between Wash- 
ington and Philadelphia is now fully re- 
established, but all efforts toreach New York 
either by mall or wire have thus far proved 
futile. The Western Union hag quite a 
number of wires to Baltimore; six- 
teen between Baltimore and Havre 
de Grace, and seven between Phila- 
delphia and Wilmington. Several construc- 
tion trains are moving between Havre de 
Grace and Wilmington, and the linemen are 
steadily pushing their work, with a prospect 
of reopening wire communication with 
Philadelphia to-day. The telegraphic service 
with the South and West has been restored 
and all businessis being handled with dis- 
patch. No mails from New York have arrived 
as yet, but the Pennsylvania Railroad officials 
believe that their road will be cleared to New 
York some time to-day. The mails South and 
West are arriving with their usual regularity, 


PROSPECTS BRIGHTER. 


A Small Amount of Mail Matter Received at 
Pittgbarg, Pa. 
-Preresure, Pa., Maren 15.—The first throtigh 
train from Philadelphia over the Pennsylvania 
road reached here this morning. It carried 
only thirty pounds of mail matter from Phila- 
deiphia and not a pound from New York. 
Another train is expécted this evening from 
New York, but railroad officials can give no 
definite information. Passengers who had 
been on delayed trains tell of the sufferings of 
passengers. One said that a number 
of Congressmen were en route 
to Washington, and when they 
found they were snowed up indulged ina 
game of poker and drank,whisky until their 
supply was exhausted. At points between 
Harrisburg and Philadelphia the snow had 
drifted to a depth of fifty feet. Many houses 
were completely covered, and the only sign 
of habitation was smoke curling from 
chimneys. In many places occupants of 
houses had not even attempted to dig their 

way out. 

There are about 125 tons of mall matter due 
in this city frem the Eastand the postmaster 
is taking all possible measures, with the 
limited capacity at his command, to handle 
it promptly when it arrives. The weather is 
bright and moderating. 


The Blockade Open. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 15.—The blockade be- 
tween this city and New York on New York 
Division Pennsylvania road was opened this 
morning. A train consisting of an 
engine and six mail cars which left there yes- 
terday, arrived at Jersey City this morning, 
and the mail matter was imme- 
diately sent across the ferry to the 
metropolis. This is the first train which 
reached New York from dere since 
Monday morning, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials claim the credit of taking 
into the metropolis the first mail wmat- 
ter from the South and West since the 
great blockade occasioned by Sunday 
night’s storm. Three train-loads of belated 
passengers, which arrived here from the South 
and West during the past few days, were sent 
on to New York this morning. Up to noon, 
however, no trains for local travelers had 
been sent out on the New York division, 
though the officials expect to be able to start 
several during the afternoon, and believe that 
by evening there will be a very general re- 
sumption of trafiic between the two cities. 


Worst of the Century. 


PrrTs¥IELD, Mass., March 15.—The snow- 
storm now prevailing here is the worst of the 
century. Not even sicighs can pass on any 
road in this county. Not a train has moved 
onthe Boston & Albany road between Spring- 
field and Albany during the past twenty h urs. 
One passenger train is stalled twelve miles 
east of here with seventy-two passengers on 
board, who are suffering extrémely for the 
want of food and fuel. The Fitchburg road at 
both ends of the Hoosac Tunnel is blockaded. 
A trackman named John O’Brien of Pittsfield 
cannot be found and it is supposed tnat he has 
been frozen to death.

Kansas City, March 15.—Last night at 8:30 
o’clock Mrs. J. W. March was brutally as- 
saulted by a masked burglar at her house at 
Westport. Mrs. March was seated in the 
parlor of her house alone awaiting 
the arrival of her husband. Sud- 
denly a man appeared in the 


doorway, and in harsh tones said: ‘‘Give me 
what money and jewelry you have in the 
house. Give t to me quick and don’t saya 
word while you are about it. The rob 
carried a stout club, and accompanied his de- 
mand with a severe blow on Mrs. 8 
left arm. Mrs. March sprang to 
her feet and exclaimed: ‘‘Only give me time 
and Iwill bring you what jewelry I have. 
The man evidentiy did not believe ber for he 
continued to strike her on the head 
and shoulders. He followed her into 
the next * still administering 
hard blow In the dining-room 
stood a table — which lay Mr. March’s re- 
volver. Mrs. March, although badl 1 1 
and faint from her injuries, manage 

the weapon. Divining her purpose the 1 — 
rushed for an open window through which 
he had entered the house. Mrs. 
March fired at him as he turned 
and emptied four chambers of the revolver 
before he dropped tothe ground. He did not 
utter a word while the bullets were flying in 
his direction, but Mrs. March is confident that 
he carried one or more away with him. When 
the fourth shot had been fired 
Mrs. March, overcome by the excitement and 
the effects of the severe beating she had re- 
ceived fell fainting to the floor. 

It was in this conditi n that her husband 
discovered her when he reached home a few 
minutes later. She was at once cared for. 
Her left arm was nearly broken, while 
her neck and shouiders were badly swollen. 
She willrecover. After Mrs. March’s wants 
had been attended to, search was made for 
her assailant but without avail. Two years 
ago Mre. March had A similar 
experience with burglars. She then had occa- 
sion to use the same revolverin the presence 
of four men who had entered the house. As 
they retreated she managed to shoot one of 
them through the body, wounding him badly.

the roof repaired, It would also seem advis- 
able to have fron bars over the three sky- 
lights. The kitchen we found in a deplorable 
condition, and we would therefore strongly 
recommend that the same be replastered and 
thoroughly repaired throughout. We would 
also recommend that electric lights 
placed throughout the entire 
proper. The Grand- jury would 
recommend that some way be 

vised for the sepaarating of the 
younger from the older wrisoners. We find 
quite a numberof boysin jall, who are there 
probably for their first offense, and are com- 
pelled and do daily associate with older and 
more hardened criminals, because no 
adequate provisions have made 
for keeping them elsewhere. In 
our judgment this recommendation should re- 
ceive prompt attention at the hands of those 
officials whose duty it is to attend to such 
matters. 

The jury would also recommend that an 
elevator be placed in that part of the building 
where the Grand-jury holds its session for the 
accommodation of those who have to attend 
the session of this body.’’

THE RAILROADS. 


A General Advance in Rates—The Coal 


Fight—General News. 


There is every reason to believe that asettle- 
ment has been arrived at with regard to the 
rate troubles in the Northwest, West and South - 
west, and that an announcement to the effec 
that rates will be restored on the 26th of this 
month will be made by Chairman Midgely to- 
morrow. It is stated on the best authority that 
a circular of this kind has been prepared 


and that the C., B. & N. and C., B. & Q.. 
which have been the objecting and delaying 
roads, will be included in the agreement, The 
rates will be restored to the basis in force De- 
cember 20—that of 75 cents on class 1 from 
Chicago to Kansas City and 5S cents 
from St. Louis to Kansas City. With 
this announcement the demoralization in 
Western territory will cease as it will leave 
the southwestern roads free to patch up their 
ditferences and return to their old schedules. 
The report was affirmed by railroad officiais 
here as a certainty. 


The Coal-Rate Fight. 


The fight over coal rates inaugurated by the 
Vandalia is gradually spreading, and there is 
every prospect of a general break ina few 
days to out rates announced by the Van. The 


situation of the coal roads is that five are stil! 
holding to old rates and four have announced 
the rate of 874 cents made by Mr. Hibbard. 
Not a word has been received from that gen- 
tleman in answer to the telegrams sent 
him asking him to withdraw the rate 
until after the 20th. The roads 
ia the cut are the Vandalia, O. & M., Cairo 
Short Line and Indianapolis & St. Louis. The 
roads maintaining the rate are the L. & M., C. 
& A. M. 0.5 Wabash and 
lilinois + & St. Louis. To tlie latter 
itis a question of lite and death, and Mr, 
Sherman is making strenuous efforts to hold 
his four associates to the old rate. With them 
it seems to be merely a question of time. 
There was general expectation that all 
would follow in the cut 3 but the posi- 
tion taken by the roads holding back is that 
there isno hurry. No contracts for the future 
are being made at the cut rates. 

There was a report that the Consolidated 
Coal Company would reduce the price of coal 
to dealers a cent a bushel, 
Ridgely said this had not been done at a late 
hour this afternoon. ‘‘We are not in a position 
to move as yet, said he, ‘‘because some 
of the roads are still maintaining the old rate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—Mr, Plumb 
sent to the Clerk’s desk and had read a letter 
written by a Washington firm of pension 
claim agents to a Kansas ex-soldier, saying 
that some time ago they had written to him 
asking to be ullowed to take his pension claim 
to Congress and had not he from bim in 
reply; that they were conversant with his 
ciaim and believed that if ey are 4 
Congress would not refuse a special pension; 
that their fee was $25, of which $10 was paya- 
bie in advance; that sixty-three special bDilis 
were passed by last Congress and a still larger 
namber would probably be passed by the 
present Congress; that this. was the best time 
for the presentation of cases to Congress, as 
the country was on the eve of a*“congres- 
sionaland presidential election, and parties 
and individuals were on tbeir met 
tle to make a record. Mr. 
expressed the belief that large amounts 
were being obtained through such representa- 
tion, although the writers could render no 
service whatever. Not only would an attor- 
ney not be permitted to appear before the 
Pension Committee, but he could perform no 
useful service whatever in connection with 
special pension cases. It was an outrage (put - 
ting it mildly) for men to be imposed upon in 
that way. easked that the Pension Com- 
mittee take the letter and consider it, and 
make a report to the Senate, so that such 
swindling of ex-soldiers should not de con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Hale asked Mr. Plumb whetber he would 
not allow the name of that pension claim firm 
to be stated so that it would be made known 
to the country through the press. 

Mr. Plumb preferred to wait for the report 
of the Pensions Committee. After further

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—Mr. Thomas 
of Wisconsin, rising toa question of privi- 
lege, sent tothe Olerk’s desk and had read an 
article inthe New York Sun relative to the 
peading railroad legislation. The article 
states—while doubting the truth of the claim— 
that a Major Reddington, the proprietor of a 
bucket-shop in Washington, claimed that he 
controlled such anti-monopolistic members as 
Messrs. Weaver of lowa, Allen of Mississippi 
Anderson of Iowa, Shiveiy of Indiana and 
Thomas of Wisconsin. Mr. Thomas declared 
that he did not know Reddington, had never 
seen him and bad never had any communica- 
tion with him, directly or indirectly. He was 
not interested in stocks;and the whole mat- 
ter, sofdr as e was concerned, was an abso- 
lute falsehood and lie. 

But he imagined that Reddington had little 
todo with the article. The men who were 

rowling around the corridor, interested in 
and grant legisiation as lobbyists, had in- 
spired the article. They had caused it to be 
published in one of the greatest and most 
widely circulated papers in the United States, 
and it had gone over the land that members 
of the House were dealing with men who con- 
trolied bucket- shops, to Influence the stock 
market for their own benefit. Theseland grant 
grabbers—thbese Pacific Railroad men who had 
taken from the Treasury ander faise pretenses 
$178 ,000,000 and 26,000,000 acres land of—were 
seeking now to siander and besmear the char- 
acter of every man who dared to stand upfor 
the rights of the people.

The Terrible March ef the Captives Acress 
Deserts and Threugh Jungles. 
From the Dlustrated London News. 

The cruel part of the slave trade is the 
march aeress Central Africa from the Soudan. 
When a eufficient number of slaves have been 
caught to form a caravan the miserable pro- 
cession starts across the desert. Each slave | 
has to carry his or her gourd of water and 
provision of dried dates from station to sta-

If the 
horrors of this march across thousands of 
miles of desertare to be putanend te they 
must be stopped at the fountain-head. Noth- 
Ing can be dene in Morocco; but slavery there 
isnot of the Legree and Uncie Tom type, 
which is the only one that English minds can 
comprehend; the slaves are well fed and well 
treated, and most European governments 
would lay themselves open te obvious re- 
torts did they interfere to change the 
slaves’ condition. Itis atthe commencement 
of this journey of death that the eure must be 
effected. When Gordon swept the province of 
Dartour the slave-hunters found thelr oceupa- 
tion gone and their hitherto profitable caliin 
was changed to one of danger and doubtfu 
remuneration; but when we abandoned Gor- 
don at Khartoum we abandoned all attempts 
to check the slave trade in Central Africa.

Indeed for several years, so far as 
real professionals are concerned, the city has 
been feeling the effect of a burglars“ boycott. 
Burglaries and robberies have been frequent 
enough for afew months past, but the jobs 
have nearly all been done by boys. 

The biggest burgiary committed here for 
years was in 1861, when Barney Speyer's safe 
was opened and emptied. At that time Mr. 
Speyer owned apawnsbop on Pine between 
Third and Fourth streets. One morning he 
arrived at his place of businesg to find that 
the back had been taken off his safe and the iron 
box ransacked. Mr. Speyer claimed that the 
thieves bad secured diamonds apd jewels 
valued at many thousands of dollars in value. 
From the manner in which the job was done 
it was evident that tools had been used. Mr. 
Speyer and the police had some controversy 
at the time about the matter and the burglars 
were never caught, nor were they sought 
either. 

About the same time another very extensive 
burglary was committed. At that time a large 
fur store was kept at Fifth and Chestnut 
streets by a man named Fisher. As it is how, 
this was then one of the busiest corners in 
the olty. Nevertheless, one night it was en- 
tered by a gang of professional burglars 
who bored a hole through the wall with tools.

PUBE BLONDES RARE. 


A Reporter Learns That Black, Brown and 
Gray-Haired Beauties Now Predomipate. 


In the course of fifteen minutes’ walk on 
Broadway the other day a Mati and Hapress re- 
porter counted 200 women, young and old, 
with hair ranging from a mediym brown to 
the darker shades which ali but artists call 
black. Only thirteen women were passed who 
were of the pronounced blonde order. 
Three of these were of the reddish 


classes and the hair of two had apparently 
been bleached. At the theater, the same 
evening, of fifty women within 8 range, 
six had fair skins, blue eyes and light hair. 
They sat surrounded by a bevy ot dark 
women, who gave its prevailing tone to the 
complexion of the house. Interest in the re- 
sults observed led next morning to a pub- 
lic school.

They are 
dirty because they have no spare heat to let 
go; lazy, because the muscles are weak and 
nature tells them to keep still when hungry. 
You would be astonished to know how much 
of the beauty of the fairest women is made up 
of tat. e criminal classes are ugly 
because they have no fat. How 
could a child whose muscles and 
nervous system have been partly starved be 
expected tohave allthe sympathies and in- 
stincts of a higher olass of society? An every- 
day Sabbath-school witha breakfast before 
the lesson would be a capital thing for poor 
children. Some say the poor themselves are 
to blame for their condition by living too lux- 
uriously.

Primitive Printing in Far Cathay. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A correspondent of the North China Daily 
News of Shanghai describes a printing estab- 
lishment, which he found ina viilage in the 
interior, about one hundred and fifty miles 


from Shanghai. The printing was being tem- 
— carried on in the village temple, and 
movable type only was used. In the large 
central ball of the temple were placed 
about twenty ro ete oo tables, on 
which tho cases typ were spread 
out. At the time of the visit one man 
was engaged in setting up type, an- 
other was printing. The former stood before 
a table, on which was what may be called the 
Ohinese „ease. It was a solid block of hard 
wood, about twenty-two inches long by fifteen 
inches broad, and perhaps three inches deep. 
The inside was hollowed out to a depth of 
about a quarter ofan inch, this depression 
being still further nollowed out into grooves 
about three-quarters of an inch deep. The 
block had twenty-nine of these grooves, each 
filled to the or of a quarter of an inch with 
ordinary stiffciay. With bis copy before him, 
armed with a small p ron pincers, 
the compositor began his work; char- 
acter after character was transferred from the 
case and firmly pressed into the clay. When 
the form was complete a flat board was 
placed on the top and the characters pressed 
Tr even and level with the surface of 
he wooden biock, the edge of which was cut 
to form the yoo enerally found round 
every Chinese page. printer pow received 
the form and Soe brushed his ink over 
istype. Taking a sheet of paper, he pressed 
it down all over the form so that it might be 
brought in contact with every char r. He 
then removed the sheet and examined each 
character, carefully adjusting those which 
were not quite straight with the pinoers, and 
apparently never touching the type with his 
ers, After sufficient copies had en 
struck off the type was distributed, each char- 
acter belng returned to its part articular box. 
The writer was told that the art of printing in 
this way had been handed down in the same

THE PITTS—STERNE TRAGEDY. 


Elepers Overhauled—A Lawbreaker‘s Re- 
quest—Fatal Quarrel—Texas Topics. 


Waco, March 15.—The dead body of David 
Sterne, who wg sbotand killed by Henry 
Pitts, has been forwarded to Louisiana. 
Pitts is inthe custody of Sheriff Cox ot Hill 
‘Oounty. It appears that Sterne made some 
defamatory remarks concerning Pitts“ wife.
